That is true, but it does not go far enough. After all, 
there is a wealth of evidence that justice in our society 
is not blind; that Blacks, for example, are more likely to 
be sent to jail for the same offense than similarly- 
situated whites. The possibility of a double standard of 
justice is particularly offensive in a society which prides 
itself on equal treatment of all -- Black and white, rich 
and pooralike -- before the law 

Justice Wright's comments, and the problems at the 
court, do not in themselves indicate that the court is a 
racist.one. Indeed, during the Moyer years, it has” 
rendered a number of decisions which have served to 
protect the rights of racial and other minorities. It has 
also promoted a number of Black attorneys, in both 
Staff positions and on court-appointed commissions, to 
roles of prominence and importance, and for this the 
court -- particularly Chief Justice Moyer -- should be 
applauded 

At the same time, the comments, and the concerns 
which have been raised by several observers of the 
court, cannot be ignored, Racism in our society is a 
tenacious disease, one that can only be eradicated by 
intensive and long-term efforts. The “nigger named 
Moe" comment of Craig Wright indicates the pervasive 
nature of such vile attitudes, how common they can 
become in our discourse -- and how insidiously they 
can affect not only the individual's behavior, but in the 
case of a prominent judge, the possibility of affecting 
the entire judicial system 

It is for this reason that we would urge the court to 
require periodic mandatory courses -in cultural -sen- 
Sitivity and diversity for judges. The Wright comments 
certainly indicate thal such coursework is needed. And 
the Supreme Court could set a positive example by 
becoming the first ones to take it 


the limiting of ADC benefits to the first two children, and 
Subjecting parents of children under age one to the 
state's JOBS program.

However, we are con- 
cerned, as some advocates on behalf of those on 
welfare are, that the measures adopted not be based 
on “stereotypes” regarding the state's welfare 
recipients. These stereotypes -- that those on welfare 
are poor parents; thal they are uninterested in work;

Senator Finan has expressed a willingness to work 
with those who are concerned about this measure to 
shape legistation which, we hope, can be agreed to by 
all those of reasonable minds. |t is important that 
advocates for the state's poor and homeless share their 
concerns about the measure with Senator Finan and 
the other members of the Senate 

Real welfare reform is essential. We are hopeful that 
it can be accomplished based on a shared vision of 
what Ohioans need

Moyer under challenge 


When 10th District Appeals : 
Court Judge Thomas Moyer was 
running against Ohio Chief Justice 
Frank Celebrezze in 1986, he used 
as a very devastating weapon 
against the chief justice the bel- 
licose record of the court itself. 

The court, he charged, had be- 
come engaged in bitter partisan 
wrangling, and the law had become 
politicized. The actions of the court. § 
were unprofessional, and there was 
a need to return the court to a pattern of decorum and 
respect for law that the Celebrezze era had lost. 

The voters of the state agreed with Moyer, and he 
defeated Celebrezze. He even won re-election last 
year, in a close race against Hamilton County appeals 
court judge Robert Gorman. But the last election -- and 
the problems the court is.facing in the wake of the 
allegations of racist comments being attached to court 
member Craig Wright -- point out apparently how, in 
the words of the famous French phrase, “the more 
things change, the more they remain the same." 

For it was during the 1992 campaign that the 
Democratic challenger Gorman raised several of the 
same issues the Republican Moyer had raised against 
Celebrezze: that the court had been engaged in bitter 
infighting. Only in the 1990s, the infighting wasn't 
necessarily partisan, and it wasn't even always verbal 
orfigurative. One of the most prominent instances was 
the wrestling match that two fellow court Republicans, 
Andy Douglas and Wright -- engaged in, based on 
Wright's allegation that Douglas had been secretly 
leaking information to the press which was unfair to 
Wright 

Now, Wright is engaged again in controversy -- this 
time for his use of phrases such as “a nigger named 
Mo" and questioning whether a Sicilian former court 
administrator, Louis Damiani, had any “Black blood", 
in comments that were taped by Damiani. 

Reports have emerged from the court that such 
comments, sadly, were not uncommon. In the court 
clerk's office, the lone Black employee, Brenda Ross, 
was fired after eight years, and she is alleging that she 
is the victim of racism 

Some court observers do believe that the court has 
done a better job under Moyer of bringing in Blacks to 
leadership roles 

Even as Columbus attorney John Waddy, vice- 
chairman of the Judicial Action Committee of the 
Columbus Chapter of the National Conference of Black 
Lawyefs, was expressing that organization's demand 
for the court to require classes in cultural diversity for 
all judges, and censure or other disciplinary action for 
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Wright, in the wake of his admission that he had used’ 
the racially derogatory statements, Waddy was serving” 
as the chairman of the statewide Unauthorized Prac®! 
tice of Law Committee -- a post to which he had beer?! 
appointed by Chief Justice Moyer and the courlW 
Waddy called the court's record "a mixed bag.” Oi} 
Prior to the election of Moyer, Waddy recalled,” 
"Blacks just weren't to be found anywhere." Sincé® 
Moyer's 1986 victory -- and largely through the effort 
of Black RepublicanColumbus attorney Larry James; | 
Waddy asserted -- “appointments were being made’ 
everywhere” to key roles. James himself served for ; 
time as one of the 12 bar examiners, who review thé’ 
tests of those studying for the bar. According to coud 
administrator Steven Stover, where only two Blacks 
served as members of Supreme Court boards, com- 
missions and committees in 1986, now 10 are serving. 
"| do believe there have been some positive strides," 


“Waddy said. But such positive strides have not been. 


enough in an environment where, even today, the’ 
number of Black employees who work directly for the” 
Supreme Court have dropped from 11 in 1987 to 3 
today, and none of the court's law clerks today are 
Black. . 

“As far as employment of minorities, | believe there’ 
should have been more." Waddy said 

The composition of the court itself has been an issue | 
that has been problematic for Blacks for years. In the | 
190 years of Ohio statehood, there have only been 3 | 
In 1969, | 
Robert M. Duncan was the first Black to serve, ap- | 
pointed by former Gov. James A. Rhodes. He was | 
elected in 1970, and when he resigned to take military | 
appeals court appointment, in 1972, then-Gov. John J. 
Gilligan replaced him with Lloyd O. Brown. Brown, | 
however, was defeated for election to the court that |

Now, with concerns swirling around regarding the | 
behavior of the court, the questions about the fairness | 
and demeanor of.the court -- which Moyer raised | 
Seven years ago -- have failed to go away, and may | 
even engulf their original maker. |

Supreme Court Justice, NAACP 
leader, freedom-fighting lawyer, 
social visionary, and a strategic 
genius on civil rights, yet in life, 
Thurgood Marshall was even more 
than all of these accurate descrip- 
tions. He lived his entire life as a 
committed servant to the cause of 
equal justice and human dignity for 
all. 

Keep in mind that during the 
1940's and the 1950's is was not 
only unpopular but extremely 
dangerous to give consistent public 
voice in opposition to American racism and exploita- 
tion.

He was in fact a prophet who did 
not just make a forecast about the future but who 
seized the present moment for prophetic legal action 
making a critical difference in the national social! order, 

in a sense, 1993 offers profound challenges to all of 
those who have inherited the societal contributions of 
Marshall and other freedom fighter. The question is, will 
we let the memory of Justice Marshall disappear or 
fade away in the midst of new challenges surrounding 
the same old problems of racial discrimination and 
bigotry? 

There could not be a better be, mines of honoring the 
memory Of Thurgood Marshall than picking up the 
baton on the ongoing Civil Rights Movement and 
‘making more progress for the cause of freedom and 
justice. In too many communities today there is the 
profound reality of hopelessness and despair because 
of the increasing racial ahd economic inequities 
throughout all aspects of society, In other words, there 
are more reasons today which demand a revitalization 


of the "Movement" that Marshall dedicated his life and 
energy toward. Again, the question is, Will we rise to

After graduating from Old East High Schoo! in 1914, Ms. Davis attended 
school for elementary teacher training, graduating in 1916. However 
because’of racism, she did not get her first job until 1918. She taught 
until her retirement 36-1/2 years later. 


As an activist during the years of civil rights protests, Ms. Davis picketed 
stores and theaters in downtown Columbus, and was the first witness in 
the box for the’plaintiffs in the desegregation suit against the Columbus 
Public Schools in 1976 


From astudent in 1899 to a teacher in 1954, Ms. Davis spent 55 years 
in the public schools of Columbus which has earned her the title of “dean 
of Columbus teachers.”

If this information is 
already known to you, share it with some- 
one who doesn't know it. | have to tell you 
though that Buzzy really tricked me on 
some of the questions. When he started 
describing some of the contributions of 
our forefathers, | had no idea who the 
person was. But, when he added the one 
fact that most of us know, | did better. My 
point is that | had to admit that | didn't 
know as much of my history as | 
should...but I'll never let The Pest know 
that!! 

Here are some of the things he asked 
me. “What educator whose life spanned 
from 1875 to 1955 was appointed by 
three U.S. presidents to positions involv- 
ing children and Black relations?

Then he added, she 
was the founder of a tiny school for girls 
that began with only five females and later 
became known as Bethune-Cookman 
College. With confidence | replied, "Mary 
McLeod Bethune." Of course, | was the

Who was the second Black American 
woman to earn a law degree?" he buzzed 
| immediately knew that | was on shaky 
ground, but responded firmly, "Uh, uh.." 
Buzzy laughed at me as he proudly said 
that he knew | wouldn't know the second 
woman and didn't think that | even knew 
the first. Now, it was my turn to be smug 
"Sir, you are too cocky. The first Black 
American woman to receive a law degree 
was Miss C.B. Ray and Howard Univer- 
sity was her school.:! admit that | don't 
know the second person," He handed me 
a book and told me to read it. There | 
found that the person to whom he was 
referring was Mary Ann Shadd Cary, who 
graced this world from 1823 until 1893. 

Here's one of his questions that really 
had me going. | had no idea what the 
answer was, nor that there ever. was a 
person of this caliber. His question was 
"Who was Bessie Coleman?" | gave him 
a smart alecky answer like, “Jo-Jo 
Coleman's sister." He let my face-saving 
remark go and-answered that Bessie 
Coleman was a woman who fell in love 
with aviation. But, a woman flying 
airplanes in the early 1900s was unthink- 
able. So, she went to France, but came 
back to the U.S, in 1922 as the ONLY Blak 
female pilot...in the WORLD!!...uh, huh! 
Here's one that | bet you didn't know 
Oscar Micheaux was the first. Black per- 
son to be a successful independent film 
producer, and he personally went door- 
to-door in his attempts to get his film, ‘The 
Homesteader,” into 700 movie theaters 
that catered to Black Americans. 
Micheaux was born in 1884 and died in 

1951 

Because Buzzy was feeling sorry for 
me, he asked me a question that he knew 
that | could answer, "Who wrote "The 
Count of Monte Cristo?"

Today, over two decades later, 
Haygood said he wanted fo\set the 
record straight and make certain 
that justice: was served when it 
came to the controversial 
congressman's life story. Haygood 
called the book "a labor of love." He 
said, "| wanted to stow the good, 
show the bad and most importantly 
tell the truth (about Powell).” 

Haygood spent Six years: re- 
searching in order to write Powell's 
compelling, true story. He traveled 
through much of the United States 
and parts of Europe. and the West 
Indies while working on the biog- 
raphy. conducting hundreds of inter. 
views and searching through private 
collections, church attics, presiden- 
tial papers, family documents and 
libraries 

At a reception at the Columbus 
Metropolitan Library the evening of 
Feb, 6, Haygood talked about how 


' important libraries were to his work 
-and told his family and friends that 


they should support them. "The first 
thing that-dictators do when they 
take over the country is burn the 
books.” he said. and added, "Don't 
ever, ever. ever let a library levy 
come to you and vote against it. If 
you do. you're burning the books, 
You're burning dreams. Let the 
dream hve.’ 


During his remarks. Haygood 
said that the magical thing about a 
public library is. that it is the great 
equalizer. "If you are born on the 
wrong side of the tracks, you can 
walk through the door of a library 
and you are no longer on the wrong 
side of the tracks." he said. He ex- 
plaineg, "A senator or a homeless 
person who comes here are treated 
the same." 

Haygood spoke from his heart 
With no notes in hand, he talked 
about his family and friends in 
Columbus, and how their lives have 
touched his. “Im a very simple 
man," he said. "F-value honesty. in- 
tegrity and self-discipline. I've been 
all over the world, but | am from

Main Library's auditorium, Over 140 
people attended the morning event 
that was free and open to the public. 
Haygood talked about his book, 
answered questions about himself, 
and about Powell. , 

The day beforgnHaygood spoke 
to journalism students from Colurn- 
bus Alternative High Schoo! who al- 
tended a program at the Linden 
Branch of the Columbus 
Metropolitan Library. Haygood told 
the students that “one of the most 
crucial things,| took with-me when | 
left Columbus was a college educa- 
tion,” 

Haygood, a graduate of Miami 
University, Oxford, Ohio with a de- 
greé in urban planning, told the stu- 
dents that he had no formal 
journalism training, “Byt | knew | 
wanted to write,” he said 

“The world was-nat knocking-at 
my door," Haygood said. He applied 
to the Call dnd Post and was even- 
tually hired by the editor and 
manager, Amos H. Lynch Sr. When 
Haygood finally received a job offer 
from Lynch, he said it seemed like 
magic. “It could have been some- 
one calling from the New York Times 
or the Boston Globe." he Said

affected the most from the incredib- 
ly high costs of pharmaceuticals. 
They are often times forced to 
spend one-third of their income on 
medications," he said. 


Pharmaceutical manufacturers 
contend that research which they 
must perform is responsible for the 
continuing high costs of drugs 
"Studies which_have been per- 
formed do not Substantiate this 
claim and substantial amounts of 
funds are spent by pharmaceutical 
manufacturers on advertising, 
promotion and lobbying,” Miller 
said. 


According to the Families U.S.A. 
Report, the dollar amount of profits 
for manufacturers of the top 20 
prescription drugs increased 145 
percent from 1985 to 1991. The 
elderly spent over two and one-half 
times as much on prescription 
drugs, On average, as the non- 
elderly and paid for a higher per- 
centage (64%) of their drugs 
directly out-of-pocket. 


"Many senior citizens are going 
without needed medication to treat 
chronic illness because they simply 
cannot afford them. If there was 
ever a need for intervention from 
the state to provide some form of 
economic assistance to the elderly, ; 
this situation certainly warrants it."*

X. The white supremacy Hollywood 
movie making industry has historically 
devastated the images of African 
Americans even those written and 
directed by African Americans ; 

However, on November 18, 1992, 
along with thousands of-other African 
Americans, | went to the first public view- 
ing of the Hollywood produced film, "Mal- 
colm X", directed by Spike Lee and 
co-produced by Spike Lee. 

! must admit, | was pleasantly 
Surprised that this movie, in my opinion, 
was one of the rare and probably first 
films, produced in Hollywood, that  cap- 
tured the essence of a period of African 
American history through the life of Mal- 
colm X. 

The. movie captured in a very dramatic

life was the profound impact he was 
having on internationalizing the 
Black struggle, through his two im- 
portant trips to Africa in 1964 

As James Cone's book-Martin 
and Malcolm an American Dream or 
a Nightmare, points out--"During 
his first trip abroad (April 13 to May 
21, 1964), Malcolm visited Egypt, 
Arabia, Lebanon, and countries in 
Africa. in Nigeria, he spoke to an 
assembly of students at Ibadan 
University where they gave hima 
new name, Omowale, the son who 
has come." 

In his second visit to Africa he 
attended the second Organization 
of African Unity meeting and held 
private conferences with African 
heads of state and leaders of 
liberation movements. throughout 
Africa. Unfortunately, the movie did 
not demonstrate this 

But for the masses of Black 
people, the movie did demonstrate, 
through Malcolm's life, that if you 
discipline yourself and find a new 
outlook on. life, you can transform 
your behavior and become a 
productive participant in the Black 
movement, 

Malcolm found the Honorable 
Elijah Muhammad who helped 
shape and turn him, into what Spike 
Lee's movie illustrated--a 
courageous, fearless, bright, ar- 
ticulate Black man, Again, thank 
you Spike.

The modern civil rights move- 
ment began with Rosa Park's 
refusal to surrender her seat on a 
bus to a white man in Montgomery, 
Ala. inthe year 1955. On Dec. 1 of 
that year, while returning from work, 
Rosa Parks made a brave decision 
to defy the law and refused to give 
up her séat in the front row to a 
white passenger. She was arrested, 
jailed and tried. . 

Edgar Daniel Nixon, head of the 
NAACP in Montgomery, posted a 
$100 bond to get her released. He 
immediately called a meeting of 
Black leaders ta determine what 
action they should take, Present at 
this meeting as a young pastor by 
the name of Martin Luther King: The 
leaders attending the meeting 
formed a group called the 
Montgomery Improvement As- 
sociation. (who voted Martin Luther 
King as president) The MiA decided 
to call a one day boycott of all city 
buses for Monday, Dec, 5. 

Over the weekend, thousands of 
leaflets announcing the boycott 
were printed and distributed. On 


Dr. Mae C. 
is a dedicated scientist 


As a child, Dr. Mae. C. Jemison 
was asked, “What do you want to 
be when you grow up?" Her reply 
was "...a scientist!" Her teacher in- 
nocently asked, “Don't you mean a 
nurse?" Mae Jemison knew exactly 
what she meant surpassing even 
her own lofty goals by becoming the 
first African-American woman 
astronaut. 

Born in Decatur, Ala., Jemison 
lives a philosophy of striving toward 
her dreams. She has long been 
fascinated with science and with 
space exploration in particular. 

She grew up in Chicago graduat- 
ing from Morgan Park High School 
in 1973. She attended Stanford 
University receiving degrees in 
chemical engineering and African- 
American ‘studies. Later, she at- 
tended Cornell University where 
she earned a medical degree 

After interning in Los Angeles, 
she joined the Peace Corps spend- 
ing two and a half years as staff 
physician’in Sierra. Leone, West 
Africa. Dr. Jemison has been a 
consistent motivator of African- 
American youth, encouraging 


Monday morning, Black pas- 

owen cae mad up 70 percent of 
the igomery bus lines, were no 
where in sight. Many walked to 
work, rode bicycles, or car pooled. 
Blacks who worked to work risked 
being beaten by whites, who threw 
bricks or rotten food from passing 
cars. Many boycotters, including 
Rosa Parks lost their jobs. After 
382 days of boycotting, the U.S. 
Supreme Court declared Alabama 
laws on segregation unconstitu- 
tional. In April 1956, the bus com- 
pany, which has lost more than 
$750,000 during the long boycott, 
agreed to integrate seating on its 
buses and to hire Black drivers 
The desegregation of the busses 
was a costly victory for. all con- 
cerned. 

Rosa Parks was born in Tus- 
kegee, Ala. in 1913 and grew up on 
a small farm with her mother, 
brother, and grandparents. She 
came to Montgomery, Ala. at'the 
age of 11 to attend school. She was 
a seamstress by trade but worked 
at many Black civil rights organiza-

them to pursue science. A school 
has been named after her, the Mae 
C. Jemison Academy in Detroit. It 
focuses on science and technology. 

A a mission specialist on the 
Space Shuttle Endeavor, Dr. 
Jemison was the main operator of 
the frog embryology experiment, a 
procedure which provided never 
before seen information on how 
long things develop without gravity. 

Despite her stellar accomplish- 
ments, Dr. Jemison is a down-to- 
earth person, proud of her culture, 
as seen in the mementos she took 
on the flight which ranged from an 
Alpha Kappa Alpha Sorority banner 
to West African items {6 an Alvin 
Ailey poster. Her humility accents 
her brilliance as Jemison likes to 
point out that she was not the first 
Black American astronaut in 
space, and that's important when- 
ever any African-American goes up 
in space.

| Supreme Court had ruled in 1896 
that it was legal to have separate 
but equal schools. Marshall con- 
vinced the Court that segregated 
education could never result in 
equal education. Hé argued that 
segregation automatically implied 
inferiority and placed Black children 
at a disadvantage. The Supreme 
Count unanimouslyagreed. 
Winning the casé did not result 
in immediate school desegregation. 
The Supreme Court left it up to the 
individual states to integrate at their 
own pace. Some state schools went 
at a snail's pace while others chose 
to close down rather than integrate 
Thurgood Marshall fought heartily 
and filed case after case to force 
individual schoo! districts to obey 
the Supreme court's ruling 
Thurgood Marshall retired from 
the Supreme Court in 1991 due to 
health problems. Marshall 
remained an advocate of human 
and civil rights until his death on 
January 24, 1993

Once again, we 
ask, Chamber, 
what’s going on? 


Not too awfully long ago, the Columbus 
minority business community was presented 
withthe following. dilemma: how would the 
Columbus Area Chamber of Commerce con- 
tinue to provide area businesses with the tech- 
nical and management assistance they 
needed to get started and to develop? 

Readers will recall that last year, the cham- 
ber lost the federal funding for its minority 
business development center, a program that 
had been with it for the three previous years. 
For reasons that have yet to be explained fully, 
the funding source for the program, the U 
Department of Commerce's Minority Business 
Development Agency, decided that it would 
fund. programs, in Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Dayton, but not one here in Columbus. 

| was satisfied with neither the answers 
given by the funding source, nor those given 
by the chamber as to why the funding was 
discontinued. When it became apparent that 
there would be many businesses in the 
Columbus community left unserved, Chamber 
President Jonathan York scrambled to get 
funding from several area bankers and a few 
minority-owned businesses 

Fhe-banks-were-all-happy-to provide “stop- 
gap" funding because they also saw the need 
to assist in local business development. They 
saw the opportunity to do something positive 
in the area of community reinvestment 

The spin given to this local funding by 
chamber officials was-that it would allow the 
local program to have a greater degree of 
independence from federal guidelines. We 
could set up our own criteria for what we meant 
by success in the areas of management and 
technical assistance service delivery. At least, 
that's what everybody was told--the com- 
munity as well as the funding sources 

When the arrangement was announced, 
we asked if the funders had been clearly told 
what they were getting into. Were they ex- 
pected to-fund the program over the long haul 
or were they simply being asked to heJp out 
until funding could be restored from federal 
sources? 

The problem with declarations of inde- 
pendence such as the one the chamber put 
forth last year is that the chamber, in principle 
has assumed full responsibility for making “its” 
program work. It has publicly said that by 
localizing the program. the federal govern- 
ment is not needed. What better trap to set for 
yourself from the point of view of the federal 
government, especially when the federal 
government is seeking to reduce its own deficit 
in every way it can? 

Recently we have heard unfriendly rum- 
blings about the way things have gone since 
the chamber's declaration of independence 
In the first place, says one funding source, the 
businesses to which the chamber came for the 
help they secured are not the only businesses 
in the area with funding capabilities. If we are 
talking reinvestment, let's have more people 
share in that burden, said the source 

Besides, we have not been convinced that 
our money has been well spent with this pro- 
gram, again, according to this source and at 
least one other. We have not even seen a full 
reporting about what has been achieved with 
the money we have already committed, said 
the source. Why doesn’t the chamber make 
the funding of this program a priority within its 
“budget” and why doesn't the chamber adopt 
a long term view of these programs, said the 
source? 

Not only was | very disappointed, but so 
was the funding source with which | spoke, to 
learn that the chamber, which boasts of having 
30% of its staffing in the minority business 
development area, has lost another program; 
its Minority Femate Entrepreneurship Program 
(MFEP), The Private Industry Council (PIC) 
was more than happy to pick it up and maybe 
somebody else will be even happier. to have 
the minority business development center 

According to one of our sources, the fund- 
ing that the chamber currently has received is 
due to run out in June, With talk circulating that 
the banks, especially, might not be so accom- 
modating this time around, what are the im- 
plications. now for the chamber's declaration 
of independence? 

Supposedly, a report from Curt Moody's 
committee is to be forthcoming. It was sup- 
posed to have been presented at the end of 
last year. That report is supposed to contain a 
summary of the study of a broad range of 
issues with respect to minority business 
development, One item it should definitely 
containis how the minority business center 
program will be funded for the long term 

if, as the chamber now boasts, 30% of its 
staffing is in the area of minority business 
development, what this means Is 100% of its 
current “budget” is spent on 70% of its 
programming. What, in effect, is the chamber 
doing to make sure minority businesses get 
the same kind of attentign and service that 
other businesses get 

When will the chamber put iis own money 
where its mouth is? Funding sources want to 
know. Inquiring minds want to khow. It's a 
question that needs {0 be answered right 
away.

motorcyclist, Arthur McDuffie, and 
the devastating rioting that fol-

But today, the climate that 
greets the nomination of Reno to 
be the nation’s top law enforce- 
ment officer is dramatically dif- 
ferent. Now, most > in Miami's 
Black community are applauding 
her choice-as one that will be 
among the best that President Bill 
Clinton has made. 

Garth Reeves, publisher of the 
Miami Times, said that Reno “will 
make a véry good U.S. Attorney 
General." He noted that she has 
been very aggressive in prosecut- 
ing allegations of police brutality, 
and has been successful in at 
least two cases -- the McDuffie 
case notwithstanding -- of gaining 
convictions. 

Reno has also gained a reputa- 
tion as an innovative law enforce- 
ment official, committed to the 
enforcement of the nation’s child 
Support laws and involved in creat- 
ing programs to divert first-time 
drug offenders from the nation’s 
courts. 

Reno was nominated by Clinton 
on February 11. after the prospec- 


, tive appointments of insurance 
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company executive Zoe Baird and 
federal district court judge Kimba 
Wood were scu disclosures 
that they had emplidyed illegal 
aliens to care for their children. 

Renowas recommended for the 
post by Children’s: Defense Fund 
president Marian Wright Edelman, 
who was one of many officials ap- 
plauding her strong efforts to force 
"deadbeat dads” to take care of 
their children, and her aggressive 
etforts to prosecute domestic 
violence cases, 

But Reno first came to the 
public's attention inthe wake of the 
acquittal of four white Miami police 
officers who had been accused of 
beating to death Arthur McDuftie. 


That 1980 acquittal touched off 
a devastating riot, and one commit- 
tee. later reported that part of the 
problem was Reno's operation of 
her office “in such a way as to 
Support the Black community's 
perception" of her. office as racist. 

Reeves recalled that, at the time 
of the McDuffie acquittal. Reno 
was also engaged in an investiga- 
tion of a popular Black school su- 
periniendent, who was later 
ousted from his office because of 
financial improprieties.
